HE embarking of the Cannon and Am- 


munition that were in the Camp before 

Gibraltar, on feveral Barks, has been 

continued from the 28th of laft Month ; 

and fome of the Barks are already ar- 
riv'd at Cadiz. One of the Enemy’s Frigates, put 
out of the Mole, and chafed fome of them who 
made to Land, and ran themfelves afhore: One the 
Enemy took, which was laden with Wine. “Iwas 
advis'd the 30th, thar the reft of the Veffels, on 
which Cannon were embark’d, were arriv’d at the 
Heighth of Tarifa, with a fair Wind: 3 French 
Men of War which cruis’d near Cadiz, advanced 
to favour their Paflage, and thereupon the Enemy’s 
Frigate return’d into the Mole. We hear fince, 
that almoft all are happily arriv’d at Cadiz; and 
that the Troops which are to reinforce the Garrifon 
of that Place, are upon their March. The 1ft of 
this Month the Works were fer on fire, and a Place 
of Arms was made near the firft Parallels, in which 
was pofted an advanc’d Guard of Horfe and Foot. 
The Enemy being inform’d by a Deferter how few 
Men were left in the Trenches, made a Sally at 3 
in the Afternoon with 2 Battallions, and ar firft 
made the Guard of Foor give Way :)But that of 
Horfe charg’d them fo vigoroufly, that they were 
cblig’d to retire with Precipitation, fome of their

Mary, and Advice is juft come that he is arriv'd 
there to give neceffary Orders. Some Regiments of 
French and Spanith Horfe, with 14 Pieces of Can- 
non, pafs'd through Ciudad Rodrigo the 7th in their 
Way to Effamadura.

The Mar- 
quis de Puyfegur is march'd from Salamanca with 
the Boody of Troops under his Command, to ad- 
vance towards ahe Frontier, and oppofe the Motions 
of the Enemy. We have Advice from Ceuta, thne 
the 3d of this Month the Moors atrack’d the Co- 
vert-Way with great fury, and cur down fcme of 
the Pallifadoes, bne the Governour Don Juan Fran- 
cifco Manrique, gave out fuch good Orders, and 
the Garrifon animated by his Example fought fo 
bravely, that the Infidels were oblig’d to retire af- 
ter they had loft a great many Men, 


London, An Extract of a Letter from Gibraltar, 
dated April 26. O. S. . 

‘ From the 12th to the 17th the Enamy were bu- 
‘ fied in drawing off their Cannon and embarking 
‘ them, with their Ammunition on feveral Sattees. 
‘ The 18th the Enemy began to bnrn their Camp, 
‘ and part of them march’d off; the Sattees atrempt- 
* ed to fail out of the Bay, and pafs the Gur, where- 
* upon the Flamborough weigh'd, oblig’d 6 of them 


and fome Ammunition, forc’d 4 to run in clofe to 
the Shore under the Covert of a {mall Fort, and 


Men being kill’d, and-14 taken Prifoners, oe * to return, funk 1, in which were 11 Brafs Cannon 


The others were of feveral Nations. In this Action, 
only 3 of the French were wounded, and 3 fubal- 
tern Officers of the Regiment of Pozo-blanco kill’d. 
Captain Don Pedro d’ Avila fignaliz’d himfelf in ir, 
as did likewife the Sieur Barry, a Captain in the 
Regimenr of Irith of Machoni. The Prifoners have 
been fince exchang’d, thofe excepted who appear’d 
to be Subjects of Spain. We learn by Letters from 
Ciudad Rodrigo, that the Marquis das Minas, one 
of the Portuguefe Lieutenant Generals, was ad- 
vane’d from Almedia towards Pannamacor, with 9 
Regiments of Foot, whereof 3 are Militia, and fome 
Horfe. A Detachment of the Horfe that is garri- 
fon’d in Guinaldo went out for Intelligence, and 
took a Baggage-Waggon and fome Baggage-Mules. 
The defign of the Marquis das Minas feeming to be 
to attack Salvaterra, the Freench Troops that were 
quarter’d on that fide of the Country, are advanc’d 
towards the Mountains to obferve him.

Comrades. The 19th more of the Enemy march’d 
away, and there were new Fires in their Camp. 
The 20th the Enemy burnt their Gabions and 
Fafcines under the Round Tower, in theit moft 
advanc’d Trenches ; mean time our Cannon and 
{mall Shot play’d hotly. The 21ft early in the 
Morning we difcover’d the Enemy had abandon’d 
their Works, having only left a {mall Party of 
Horfe patrolling to prevent Deferters. In the Af- 
ternoon 1 Compeny of Catalonians, and the Com- 
pany of Miquelets (Mountaniers of that Country) 
obrain’d Leave of the Prince of Heffe to Sally 
out: The Enemy’s {mall Party of Horfe ran a- 
way, but giving the Alarm to a greater that were 
at fome diftance, they came down, kill’d the Cap- 
tain of the Miquelets, and took 6 of the Cata- 
lonians, with a Lieutenant of Donegal’s Regi- 
ment and 2 Irith reform’d Officers ; which 3 laft 
* being demanded by one of our Drums (who was 
‘ kindly entertain’d by the Enemy) were {ent in, 
* but the reft were tefus’d and afterwards executed. 
‘ This Night the Moors made a general Attack up-

¢ [think it worth obferving, that had we had Ship- 
ping fufficient to cut off the Enemy's Communica- 
* tion with Cadix by Sea, their Lofs in breaking up 
“the Siege would have been very confiderable ; 
* for they could nor have drawn off their Cannon 
*and-heavy Baggage by Land. ‘The 23d the Gar- 
gifon were all under Arms, and review’d by the 
* Prince of Heife. And by the Accounrs of the Ad- 
atants it appear'd we had 5027 Men fit for Ser- 
«vice, and about 1500 wounded or fick. The 25th 
* 3 of the Enemy's Sattees laden with, Powder and 
* other Ammunition blew up at 2 Leagues diftance 
© from us, yet our.Houfes were much fhaken by 
* the Blow. . The 26th in the Morning the 3 French 
* Men of War, wish divers Sattees ander their Con- 
* voy, fail'd our of the Bay to the Baftward. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dared Jnne 2. 

Madrid, May 13. We have regeiv’d the News, 
that the Marquis das Minas with 13000 Portugueze, 
coming before Salvaterra, (a Place taken by us lait 
Year, and tince well fortify’d) funymon’d the Gover- 
nour by a Trumpet to furrender; thar the Gover- 
nour an{wer'd he would do his Duty in defending it; 
that thereupon the Marquis das Minas made 3 Af- 
faulrs and was beaten off, buc forming ic a fourth 
time (a thing we are furpriz’d to hear of Portugeze) 
took the Piace Sword in Hand, and made the Gar- 
rifon, confifting cf 300 Men, Prifoners at Difcretion, 
Since which, we bear the {aid Marquis has taken 
Sarcas, making the Garrifon, confifting of 500 
French, Prifoners; and that he bas plunder'd and 
burnt the Place. 

From the Paris Letter, dared May 29. 

Paris, May 29. The laft Courier from Madrid 
brought Advice, That the Enemy have poficis'd 
themfelves of Salvaterra withour ftriking a Blow ; 
Don Lopez. to whom the King and Council of 
Spain chofe to entruft the Government of that im- 
portant Place, having treacheroufty fold ix for zoo0o 


Piftoles, and deliver’d the Garifon inco the Hands of 


the Enemy, who have fent them to Lisbon. Th® 
Garrifon was compos'd of the Regiment. of Madrid 
of 400 Men, and 30 Horfe. Bur the Soldiers of 
that Regiment tore their Colours, broke their Arms, 
and not a Man of them would take Service vader 
the Portugueze. The Marquis de Sillery has caus’d 
the Son of this Traitor to be fiez’d at Zalin, and 
fome Papers that. were found about him, are exa- 
mining, in order to difcover whether he was not 
concern’d in the fame Crime.
